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PREFACE 


This  publication  presents  data  on  the  Criminal  and 
Provincial  Offences  Courts  of  the  Provincial  Court 
(Criminal  Division).  The  time  period  covered  by  the 
data  is  April  1,  1988  to  March  31,  1989.  The  data 

included  in  this  report  represent  the  general  workload 
of  the  courts.  More  specific  data  are  available  upon 
request . 

Overall,  the  total  number  of  charges  received  during 
1988/89  increased  by  6%  over  1987/88.  Charges  disposed 
increased  the  same  amount.  Criminal  Code  charges 
increased  by  6%  with  NCA/FDA  charges  increasing  by 
14%.  Highway  Traffic  Act  charges  increased  by  9%. 

Court  hours  increased  by  5%  over  1987/88.  These  are 
the  highlights.
